22 And in the l;ndl of Ham for them 
moſt wondrous works hid done : 

And by the red ſea dreadful things 
p:rfurmed long agone. 

23 I herfore for their fo ſhewing them 
forgetful and unkind : 

Tobring deitruQion on the all 
he purpos'd in his mind. 

H1d not his choſen Moſes Rood 
before him in the break, 

To twin his wrathleſt he on them:
